Tbe dissatisfied should 
remember, however, that mere criti- 
cism will not effect » reform. Oily 
earnest, sympathetic, and pers'stent 
efforts combined with the efforts of 
others, whether in or ont of authority, 
will attain the desired end. During 
the summer now closing there were 
nineteen summer normal schools in 
the connty, more by 50 per cent, thin 
ever before.

West Point stands out very prominent- 
ly. The Hudson is certainly a majat- 
tic stream, the "American Rhine" it 
has been called. It presents a broad, 
smooth exprase, set between wooded 
hills, not rugged, 
except palisades

West Point needs not here to be de- 


scribed or praised. We saw the eadeti 
on dress parade at sunset, aud it was a 
pretty sight, but seemed, as one lady 
said, "playing at war." The salute to 
the flag wbe i lowered at sunset was an 
interesting scene. 
The view of the 


Hudson at Battle Monument is the finest 
river scenery tha writer has ever seen. 
The place is thronged with excursion- 
ists

The parka of the city have been a 


bson to thousands during the recent 
torrid weather 
Of course there were 


other thousands that could not reach 
them, but to those who could they were 
an immense relief. The usual restric- 
tions as to keeping off the grass were 
suspended. Hundrada slept there, and 
the children lived in them. The larg- 
est one which is easily accessible ia 
Central park, which reaches from 60th 
to 110th streats and from Fifth to 
Eighth avenues. It is a spot favored 
much by nature and improved upon by 
the landscape gardener. It contains 
secluded glens and ravines and wooded 
hillsides and everywhere are immense 
rocks or boulders which are natural to 
all Manhattan Island. Through these 
have been made smooth and pleasant 
roads and paths. There is a large 
lagoon for boating and fine drivewayi 
which are thronged with autos and 
carriages. On its eastern border is the 
Metropolitan Museum, the great centre 
of art, an don its western edge is the 
American Museum of Natural History, 
a collection of absorbing interest. The 
Zoological Gardens were formerly a 
great attraction but these are being 
gradually 
removed to Bronx park 


which is far out ovor the Harlem in the 
new Borough of Bronx, at 130th street 
This park is larger than Central and 
more in the primitive atate of nature. 
It is especially interesting on account 
of the Botauical and Zoological Gar- 
dens, but it is not so accesaible ai Cen- 
tral. 


There are several smaller parks of 


exceeding beauty, notably Riverside, 
overlooking the Hudson for a great 
length but very narrow. It is bordered 
by Riverside drive, whiah awarms with 
fashionable tourists. Also, Morning- 
side which occupies the eastern slope 
of Morninguide Heights, a shad? spot 
which is exceedingly 
picturesque. 


Bowling Green nnd Battery Place ire 
two of a number of small spots of green 
which break up the monotony of the 
lower part of the island among the 
skyscrapers. Both are historic places.

Spread of the Bevolntlon. 


The letter of laaac B. Brown, secre- 


tary of internal affairs, is still another 
of the many significant indications of 
the spread of the Philadelphia revolu- 
tion through the interior of the state. 
What wss at first an interest of min- 
gled curiosity and esteem for Mayor 
Weaver is rapidly developing into a 
movement threatening the state organ- 
ization of Senator Penrose with the 
speedy destruction that has overtaken 
the Durham-McNichol machine, and 
from like causes. When a state officer 
long connected with the organization 
announces that be cannot train with it 
any further he expresses what is in the 
minds of tens of thousands of Repub- 
icens in all quarters of the common- 
wealth. 


As a consequence of the revolution 


the overwhelming defeat of the state 
msehine in the November election by 
the spontaneous, unorganized action 
of its Republican foes is freely pre- 
dicted. Artemus Ward said: "Don't 
prophesy unless you know." In this 
case it is accomplished facts that are 
casting tteir long shadows before. In 
the ruinous condition of the Philadel- 
phia machine its despairing managers 
see defeat staring them in the face 
whether they retain or withdraw their 
county ticket. They feel, too, that the 
Republicans who are sustaining Mayor 
Weaver will make no illogical dic- 
tinction between the allied state and 
city machines. To spare the one wonld 
be to condone the crimes of the other 
and inspire it with the hope of recov- 
ering its corrupt municipal power.

Wltnexet Refuse to Testify—Other Tronb- 


let In the Department of Agriculture— 


The Fanllo Printing Office,

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 2.—The 


government has already run up against 
a snag in the investigation of the eot- 
ton leak from the department .of agri- 
culture. Two of the witnesses sum- 
moned from New York to answer ques- 
tions in the investigation before the 
grand jury Icoking to the indictment 
of Holmes and perhaps other persons 
in connection with the leak hava re- 
fused to answer and the court has 
given them one more day to consider 
their decision before sentencing them 
to jail for contempt. The ground taken 
by these witnesses, Haas and Peekham, 
both of whom are advised by counsel, 
is that the court has no jurisdiction to 
compel them to answer and that their 
answers might tend to incriminate 
them. Mr. Haas read a long statement 
to the court, prepared of course by his 
counsel, and asked the jary to make it 
a matter of record. How far the wit- 
nesses will go in their refusal to an- 
swer the questions of the district attor- 
ney is of course a question, but the 
ground en which they have based their 
refusal makes it possible that the court 
will not compel them to answer. At 
the same time their refusal on the 
ground that their answer might in- 
crimimate them, while it may be pure- 
ly technical, renders their refusal the 
more interesting and probably will 
convince the jury that they know some- 
thing worth revealing or perhaps bet- 
ter worth keeping secret. In either 
case it makes the proceedings of the 
grand jury more mysterious and inter- 
esting than ever aad serves to convince 
the general public that the district at- 
tornay is going to have a whole lot of 
trouble in getting to the bottom of the 
case. He ha? promised that there is 
already sufficient ground for criminal 
proceedings but this is only natural to 
a man In his position and people will 
be more ready to believe that he U 
right after he has secured a convic- 
tion than before. 


It seems, however, that the trouble 


in the department of agriculture did 
not stop with the cotton leak. There 
have been other troubles under the 
surface in the department and one of 
them was brought to light recently by 
the resignation of Dr. George T. Moore 
of the bureau of 
soils. 
Secretary 


Wilson hai complained year after year 
that he could not get men of the scien- 
tific calibre required by the depart- 
ment for the -wages that the govern- 
ment was willing to pay. The govern- 
ment his been pretty liberal and the 
appropriations for the 
department 


have about doubled since 1898 but it 
appears that the private employers are 
still able to outbid the government. 
Dr. Moore-while in the employ of. the 
department devised a nitrogen com- 
pound that was supposed to be highly 
beneficial as a soil enrieher aud 
the device was patented under his 
name by the agricultural department 
and a number of pamphlets written on 
the subject. It was about as good an 
advertisement as a patent compound 
could have though the fact that it was 
patented by the department precluded 
the poaaibility of there being any com- 
mercial monopoly in its use. How- 
ever, there was a company formed in 
Went Chester, Pa., which was willing 
to take the risk and offered Dr. Moore 
a substantial salary and a good block 
of the company's stock to come with 
them. 
The doctor thought over the 


proposition and dickered with the de- 
partment for a raise of salary. The 
negotiations dragged en and the raise 
was deferred for a Icng'time. Mean- 
while a block of stock was made in the 
name of the doctor's wife and stood 
that way till a hearing was had the 
other day from a couple of men on an 
agricultural paper. When all the facts 
were brought out Dr. Moore wrote a 
letter to the secretary tendering his 
resignation and stating that he didnxit 
want to embarrass the department by 
continuing in his present position if it 
should be any embarrassment. Secre- 
tary Wilson did net say whether it 
was an embarrassment or not but he 
accepted the resignation, 


In addition to the fresh row in the 


agricultural department, the govern- 
ment is confronted with more trouble 
in the government printing office. That 
big institution has just been treated to 
a very funny investigation by a special 
government commission in connection 
with the purchase of seventy-two type 


and the portraits of almost anyone else 
that wanted to get into print. 


It is quite likely that this sort of 


thing will be stopped and stopped 
sud- 


denly, but it has cost the government 
seven millions in the past year and it 
may be said incidentally that the same 
sort of extravagance has run riot in a 
good many other of the government 
departments. If the same matter is 
handled sensibly and in a business like 
way by the coming congress, it is quite 
possible that the appropriation bills 
might be so cut down; that the Repub 
licans would make good their boast 
that the deficit would be met without 
resort to additional taxes. But it is 
very doubtful with all the private and 
influential interests at court if any- 
thing will be forthcoming from the 
numerous investigations except a 
gen- 


erous coat of white wash.

The first clash came in the fight for 


the control of the Republican state 
committee »nd the election of a chair- 
man. During the previous campaign, 
the chairman ot the atata committee 
had been B. F. Gilkeson, who received 
the eppointment »s comm'ssioner of 
banking upon tte installation of Hast- 
ings as governor, in 1895. Gilkeson 
had always been a Quay partisan, bnt 
having accepted a state office which 
made him a part of the administration, 
Hastings and his friends decided to 
make battle for his ?e election to the 
state chairmanship. 
Quay, realizing 


that the combin ation was too powerful 
to be beaten by anything short of the 
most heroic measures, threw himself 
into the breach and announced his 
own candidacy for the chairmanship in 
opposition to that of Gilkeson, 


As usual Qaay played the game with 


a double face. He secured large contri- 
butions from corporations, moneyed in- 
stitutions and other dependent sources 
which were under obligations to him 
or were made to believe they were. 
These campaign-Iunds he used extrava- 
gantly and, of course, corruptly to se- 
cure the election of delegates pledged 
to his support, while at the same time 
he pretended to be horrified at the cor- 
ruption practised by his opponents. 
He secured the adoption of the follow- 
ing p'ank in the platform of the state 
convention which was to choose the 
state chairman: "We decry the grow 
ing use of money in politics, and the 
corporate control of legislatures, mu- 
nicipal councils, political primaries 
and elections, and favor the enactment 
of laws to correct such abuses " As a 
matter of fact, he bal spent severa" 
hundred thousand dollars in electing 
and purchasing delegates to the con 
vention which he forced to adopt this 
resolution, by the practice of the very 
abuses which he decried. The resoln 
tion was a ludicrous instance of Ss'an 
rebuking sin. 


His posing as the apostle of reform 


on this occasion was one of the mos 
enlivening chapters of Quay's career 
it was' 'high comedy." He had, »t tha 
time, lost control of the municipa 
rings of Philadelphia and Pittsburg 
they had dissolved partnership with 
him and had to be disciplined! He de 
elared war against them with this ulti 
matum: '-That he would fight the bat 
tie for 'good government' (sic) until h 
was eliminated from Pennsylvania pol 
itics or until the lobbyist, contractor 
jobber, ballot-thief rnd franchise-grab 
ber hsd become a nighlmwe of th 
past'"

"Burma, as in many other things," 


tvritcs V. C. Scott In his book "The 
Eilkcn East," "is in advance of morf» 
reputedly civilized countries In the 
status It accords to Its women. Tho 
Infant marriage and shutting up IP 
walled houses, the polygamy, the ha- 
rems, the social punishment of widowa 
the denial of spiritual ''ighU \vhlcu pr» 
vail in India are unknown in Burma. 
Here women marry when they are of 
age and after tliey have seen some- 
what of the wurld. They marry, for 
tho most part, whomsoever they will 
and from love. They are not handed 
over as chattels to a man whom they 
know not, but are courted and won. 
The married women's property act hag 
in eftect been established for centuries 
in Uurrna. Iu this country, where the 
women cam so much, the woman's 
earnings are her own. Divorce is eas- 
ily obtained, but seldom asked for. The
